the Hall of Embaſſadors to the Apartmeot of Monſfiear Colbert ae Croiſſy, 
Miniſter and Secretary of Ste, then to that of the Marquis 4e Serpnelas 
Secretary of State, then to that of rhe Count 7holofſe Admiral of France, 
and afterwards ro that of the King where the whole Court was Afﬀlem- 
bled, where he mite to his Majeffy the following Speech in the Name 
of the City of Alper,

After this he preſented to the King his Credenti | Letter which was 
in zbag Embroidered with Gold, and he complemented his Majeſty. up- 
on the occaſion of the taking of Zuxemburgh. | 


Then the King told him, that he granted to the Divan of Lleier the 
pardon which it had asked, that he approved of the Treaty concluded 
with the Chevalier Zourvile ; that he hoped the Llgerines would do all 

-that was neceſſary on their part for the keeping of the peace ; and that 
he would command his SubjeQs to diſturb them no more: © 


Afterwards the Embaſſador was magnificently treated by his Mejefties 
Officers, and brought back with the ſame Ceremonies co Paris, being 
every where accompanied by the Sieur de Buſſiear Gentleman in Ordi- 
nary of the Kings Houſe. 
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
